Enemy Build-Up Is 
Increasing Danger 
Of an All-out War 


Washington, July 
30—(JP)— 


Secretary of Defense Marshall has 
warned congress that "the enemy's 
build-up" is increasing the danger 
of all-out war. 


Marshall left no doubt he was 


referring to Russia as the enemy 
and to reported Communist build- 
up of troops and supplies in Korea 
and elsewhere. 


TSie defense secretary testified 


before a closed meeting of the 
house appropriations committee 
which released part of the testi- 
mony today, but deleted other por- 
tions .for security reasons. 
The 


committee is considering the ad- 
ministration's $60,000,000,000 mil- 
itary budget proposal for the year 
which started July 1, 1951. 


President Truman, in a speech 


in Detroit last Saturday, warned 
of Communist build-ups for war 
"around the world." The presi- 
dent said the free nations must 
have men and munitions on "hand 
—ready, for any emergency." 


Marshall .testified last Friday 


before the senate appropriations 
committee that the U. S. will have 
about 400,000 troops in Europe 
next year. This was about twice 
the number of previous estimates, 
some by Marshall himself. 


The defense secretary's new es- 


timate drew a barrage of ques- 
tions on capital hill and elsewhere. 
But Marshall stuck to the 400,000 
figure. He wrote Chairman Rich- 
ards (D-SC) of the house foreign 
affairs committee last Saturday, 
noting that his estimate had been 
questioned and saying that the 
400,000 is'correct—340,000 ground 
forces and 60,000 air force per- 
sonnel. 


Marshall "explained in his letter 


the figure includes supply and 
supporting troops as well as com- 
bat units.

Congress Starts Work on Stop-Gap 
To Keep the Government in Business

Washington, July 30—(*)—Congress began today work on an- 


other stop-gap bill to keep the government in business after tomorrow 
midnight. 


The- house appropriations committee met in 
special session to 


draft a measure designed to finance every federal agency for 60 more 
days starting Aug. 1. The agencies have been operating this month 
on an emergency basis outlined by congress when the new fiscal year 
started July 1 without a single appropriation bill on the president's 
desk. 


The proposed length of the new stop-gap mesaure, 60 days, was an 


Indication that congressional 
ers are not too optimistic over an 
early break In the congressional 
deadlock on money bills. 


The, measure was carded for 


house passage just as soon as the 
appropriations committee sends it 
to the floor. It would then go to 
the senate. 


The new measure would provide 


authority for the government to 
spend during the next two months 
at a rate based generally on the 
lowest amounts voted by either 
the senate or the house^in bills 
passed but still hung up "on capi- 
tol hill. The earlier stop-gap plan 
made the same allowance.

No Progress Toward Ending 
Shooting in Korea Is Made 
By Negotiators at Kaesong 


U. N. Advance Headquarters. Korea, July 30— (.*)—Allied an* 


Red negotiators bargained more than three hours in sultry Kaesong 
today, but made no progress toward ending the shooting in Korea. 


Instead, they agreed that the war would continue while they tatfe. 


As they reached this understanding Allied •warplanes smashed at the 
Red Korean capital of Pyongyang in one of the most determined air 
assaults of the war. 


The negotiators remained deadlocked on the problem of a buffer 


zone to separate the opposing armies if and when a cease-fire agree- 
ment is reached. 


A U. N. spokesman said: "The final solution is hoped for. That 


dosen't necessarily mean it is inj.

It is to work 
out a better bill In conference between Senate and House members, 
seeking to compromise difference* in tbe two versions passed by the 
upper and lower chambers. 


A lot here depends on the number of conferees. If five conferees 


are appointed from .tbe Senate and House Banking and Currency com- 
mittees, the outlook for revision is dim. If seven members/ are ap- 
pointed from each committee, the outlook will be better for the Tru- 
man administration program. 


Tbe House conferees will deUver • Desaocratfc working majority 
in either case. 


It's the Senate where tbe trouble ney arise. On a five-man Bank* 


ing and Currency conference committee, the three top Democrats 
would be Chairman Maybank of South Carolina, Fulbright of Ar- 
kansas and Robertson of Virginia. Only rulbriflbt is reported to favor 
a strong control bill. 


Tbe two top Republicans are Capehart of Indiana and Brkker of 


Ohio, both against controls. So the »ajority here would be four to 
one for weakened controls.
